The strict censorship has made it 
nex t to impossible to g et details of 
what has been transpiring in Mex ­ 
ico. 
But Somerv ille’s letter, which 
was written a t Camp 1, Mex ico and 
was dated March 16 , 19 16 , indicates 
that the troops were in Mex ico when 
the first 
dispatches 
reached 
the 
world that they had crossed 
the 
border. 
In the ev ening papers 
of 
March 15 there was published a ru­ 
mor that soldiers had stepjied ov er 
the line. 
On the 
morning 
of the 
six teenth 
it was positiv ely 
stated 
that troops had entered some time 
during the nig ht. 
Somerv ille say s that the raid on 
Columbus, which was the climax to 
Yithsfa outrag es that broug ht 
the 
chang e in the attitude of the United 
States, was 
accomplished by 1,500 
instea d of three 
hundred 
as was 
stated 
in dispatches at the 
time. 
Somerv ille say s that 
the 
Mex ican 
raiders were driv en off by 105 Unit­ 
ed States soldiers. 
Somerv ille does 
not state whether or not he was 
in 
columbus at the time of the 
raid. 
The letter details the cruelties heap­ 
ed upon Columbus 
people 
by the 
brutal inv aders. 
lie writes as fol­ 
lows : 
We are in Mex ico at last and we , 
are in the first camp and 1 ex pect j 
we will stay here until tomorrow 
when we mov e farther into Mex ico, i 
I am feeling fine; nev er felt better 
am my life and am in the best of 
spirits for nothing suits me lietter 
than what we are doing now. 
The 
idea

troops into Mex ico 
is,to g et Villa 
dead or aliv e and we are g oing to 
g el him for 
the 
soldiers of 
this 
command are worked up to such

point that nothing else will do 
with 
them. 
The

1 suppose y ou read about 
what 
happened 
at Columbus, N. M., but 
y ou don’t know the facts, so I will 
tell y ou a few. 
There were 
about 
1,500 Villa 
soldiers 
in the 
bunch 
that shot up the town and at * the 
time there 
were 
only 
105 United 
Sta tes soldiers 
in the 
town. 
They 
killed about 
two 
hundred 
of the 
Mex icans and only lost sev en 
men 
themselv es. 
The 
town is a wreck. 
They burned the main part of it and 
shot up the rest of it. 
There is not 
a whole window’ g lass in the place. 
They were 
the cruelest 
buncli y ou 
ev er heard of. 
They took old 
wo­ 
men and men out of their beds and 
shot and beat them, so can y ou won­ 
der if we want to g et him and he 
will not be aliv e long after if I hav e 
to kill him my self.

Gov ernment has mad e a carefu l 
stu d y o f Ind iana Ito ad 
co nd itio ns, 
and knows co u nty fo r co u nty how 
map y miles o f hard su rfaced ro ad s, 
grav el ro ad s and d irt ro ad s, there 
are. 
They also know the kind and 
lo catio n o f ro ad bu ild ing material 
d istribu ted thro u gho u t the state. 
The o bject o f these lectu res was

to the origin of the case. A strict 
examination should be made regard- 
ing the surroundings and character 
of the water supply of the lo.-ality.

sewage 
all the time in a sanitary 


way, 
then typhoid fever will be no 


more. 


"The object of our circular,'' his 


elter continues, "which concerns the 
disposal of sewage 
without sewers 


to induce the people to do what 


is necessary to rid the.niselveS"of ty- 
phoid fever, dysentery and several 
other intestinal disorders. Until the 
people 
of Indiana do 
dispose of 


their sewage in a sanitary way, they 
must expect to suffer and die from 
typhoid.

Bounty how 
many miles of hard surfaced roads, 
gravel roads and dirt roads, there 
are. 
They also know the kind and 


location of road building material 
distributed throughout the stare. 


The object of these lectures was' 


to give reliable and unbiased 
in- 


formation on the subject. One of the 
biggest criticisms made by the Gov- 
ernment men is that onr system of 
building roads is not connected. We 
have a few miles of good road, then 
a few miles of mud; then another 
stretch of improved road and so onj 
instead of a connected system of 
roads, carefully laid out, proporjy 
built 
and 
efficiently 
maintained. 


This is because each township in the 
state is'a separate unit unto itself 
and builds and maintains its roaild 
accordingly, ' Gould you imagine a 
railroads being- run with -as manyi 
presidents as there are townships in | 
Indiana ? 


A second 
criticism is that we 


have built too many roads in some 
counties, and a third criticism is 
that the type of road, especially in 
thec ase of our main travelled high- 
ways is unsuited to the excessive 
automobile traffic. In other places 
our road building material allowed 
to go into the roads1 is considered 
less than 50 per cent, efficient and 
many roads after being built are al- 
lowed to deterioriate and in a most 
unnecessarily rapid manner for lack 
of adequate drainage and mainten- 
ance. But what can Indiana expect 
so long as she allows 4500 men to 
spend her money and in most eases 
all she asks of the majority of these 
men is that they -be legal voters. 
These men are divided into as many 
groups as there are townships and 
they are responsible to no head. We 
are spending 
nearly $8,000,000.00 


anually on our roads which is plenty 
and far more than most states and 
we rank third in percentage of im- 
proved roads, but we are not get- 
ting our moneys worth. 
/ 


They want Indiana to take her 


proper place among the other Slates, 
and the first step in this direction ia 
to get. a 
State 
Departments of 


Roads. 
This does not mean doing 


Indiana, cannot get a share of this 
money. The Government will not 
open a set of books with each coun- 
ty and township. Federal Aid is 
likely .to become a law, and Indiana 
should be ia position to accept her 
share of the money and this means 
we" must have a State Highway De- 
partment. 


The government compliments the 


state upon having some 
excelleut 


roads, «and a, large mileage of im- 
proved road, and having 
excellent 


road building material. They have 
pointed out 
OUD faults 
and 
are 


ready to help us correct them. 1. 
They will place possibly 15 engi- 
neers ia as many counties this sum- 
mer to supervise the construction of 
a mile of road as an object lesson.

^Washington, March 22.—Farmers 
who take the advice of Carl Vrpo- 
nuui, the Assistant Secretary of the 
United States Department of Agri 
culture, will test every ear of corn 
this year before they plant it. Thi 
seed corn situation, 'Mr. Vrooman 
says, it probably more serious npw 
than it has been for years. On ae 
count of the late, cold season ant 
the .heavy frosts in the early par 
of- last October, very little corn, es 
pecially in the northern kalf of thi 
corn;belt, ripened naturally and s 
tue time of the first hard frosts 
much of it still contained a large 
amount of moisture. 


'Testing seed corn is always a 


wise precaution, "said Mr. Vrpo 
man, "but this year it is a :ieces- 
sary one. Every farmer should tes 
his seed this spring.by the indivi 
dual ear test. No matter how muel 
confidence you Ijave in the man,you 
buy seed from, make a test 
an< 


know for yourself that the seed 
good. If the seed is nojt good, you 
can get some other that is. 


"A number of seed men who liftvi 


well constructed seed houses reppr 
that they find the early picked 
very 
satisfactory,, but . the 
seed 


picked later, even if property dried 
is very unsatisfactory. Cine Jest in 
Notheaatern Nebraska 
showed 9( 


per cent of the early field-pieiee 
seed to be good whjllje only OS pe: 
cent of the crib-selected seed ger 
minated. In many sections of Nor- 
thern Iowa and Illinois the percent 
age of good seed is much, lower, ev- 
en when- the seed \vas-picked before 
frost and properly dried, while see 
picked from the wagon at -liuskin, 
time, or from the crib is practically 
worthless as used.

this is that many farmers in thi 
section are raising corn q£ a ver; 
large variety wjiieh requies a fui 
growing season, and T^iis- torn, ;di( 
not ripen before the early frosts.
